The rocm utilization and classroom usage reports 
are designed to display data by course enrollment, time of day, day 
of week^. typ? of course, and to accommodate flexible "open" and "to 
be arrangiid" courses and laboratories, A brief explanation of the 
salient characteristics of. each type of report is included as are 
lists cf options which the prospective report aser may utilize 
according to his needs for facility inventory/utilization 
information.

These documents have been distributed to each com- 
munity college and should be available in the HIS Coordinator's office.

To accuratelv reflect the utilization rates of facilities in the community colleges of Illinois, 
;evi'ral unique features were de.Tignod into the Facilitii s Inventory and Utilization Subsystem. For cxam^)le, 
pfovi^;lons were made for indicatiig when two or more courses meet at tb(j same time and in the same room which 
allows the proi;rar.is to count the tudents in both courses for the util' ation of that room. Open laboratories 
are reported in a special way which indicates what particular day? anc' .ime of day these laboratorico are 
in an 'Open' status, This feature enables the atilizatlon programs to coant those particular hours as hours 
in which that 'Open Laboratory' is in use. Student hours produced under an 'Open' or 'to be arranged' schedule 
can be counted toward utilization in most situations, also. In this case, the minirauni number of hours per 
week that a student is expected :o spen! in the 'Open' or 'to be arranged' schedule U reported, This enables 
the utilization programs to credit this additional weekly student hours of use to the appropriate roo^. which 
Is usually an open laboratory. 

fhe system diagrams on the next page shows most of the utilization reports require an interlace 
betwf^en the course enrollments master file and the inventory master file, however, some are produced directly 
fr(B the course enrollment data. Inventory reports are produced directly from the in'entory file without 
an interface*

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FACILITY INVENTORY REPORTS 



The data on the facility inventory programs is often needed ir a report format. Four basic 
inventory computer programs have been developed to produce t|he desired inventory reports. These reports 
provide basic inventory data which is summarized for facilities, buildings and rooms. The basic inventory 
reports are the Facility Inventory Report, Building Inventory Report, Room Inventory Report, Inventory 
Report by Room Type, and a Campus Facility Inventory Summary Report. 

The inventory reports are used by the ICCB staff, the Illinois Board of Higher Education staff ^ 
and the Capital Development Board staff in their work with evaluating capital budget requests and facilities 
master plans of the community colleges. In addition, these reports are useful to the ICCB staff in evaluating 
whether or not a college has adequate facilities to house new programs which the college may be requesting. 

ihe inventory data is useful to the local college not only for providing data to the various state 
and federal agencies but also for planning the colleges own facilities master plan, for planning needed new 
facilities or needed remodelins, for studies designed to show the efficiency factor of buildings, for studies 
in comparing the actual use of facilities with the intended use when the facility was built and for estimat- 
ing operating and mainzenance costs. 

FACILin UTILIZATION PROGRAMS 



The utilization programs developed for the ICCB MIS interface the facility inventory data with the 
course enrollment data for each college to generate the desired reports. The reports produced are three 
different basic formats with each format having several options. The first basic format displays the detailed 
room and station utilization by room with summary data by college, the second basic format shows a utilization 
matrix by day of week and time of day for each college, and the third basic format is a room use mapping by 
college. 

The utilization programs are designed for use by the ICCB staff in their work with evaluating 
capital budget requests and facility master plans of the community colleges and for use by the comnunity colleges 
as a mangement tool for more efficient utilization of the buildings and rooms at each campus. A few of the 
summar/ reports are designed primarily for statewide, use while several of the detailed reports are designed 
primarily for local college use,

Weekly student hours generated in 
"To be arranged" schedules are shown in the undesignated time category and are a very ^bstantial portion 
jr. this case. Likewise, '^Open laboratories" are included in tl^- weekly room hours, Note also the substantial 
utili'tation which is made of the facilities during the weekenc y this particular community college. When 
cr.lculating the utilization of the traditional college "day" (7;00 A.N. to 5;00 P,M.), the room utilization 
is 62.l7o and the station utilization is 46.8%, however, calculating the utilization based on the weekly 
standard ( 40 hrs. in this example ), showed a room utilization of 118.57. and a station utilization of 87. 9%, 
The room utilization rate of over lOOZ simply indicates that the rooms are used on an average of more than 
40 hours per week in this example.

The format and the output of FIUS-80 and FIUS-81 are exactly the same. The difference in 
the two programs are the classrooms which arc the basis of the utilization. FIlIS-80 uses all rooms 
reported on S-6 cards regardless of classification. This report can be ge:.:rated from course enrollment data 
without requiring an interface with the facility inventory. FIUS-81, on the other hand, uses only rooms from 
the facility inventory with a prescribed classification and does require an interface between the course 
enrollment data and tti. facility inventory data.

(FIUS-40) provides the greatest level of detail in the facility inventory hierarchical structure. This 
report (aee sample report on page 24) shows the assignable square, student capacity, room use code, suita- 
bility> and accessibility for each room at the college. 

The building inventory report (FIUS-35) lists all the master file information that is maintained 
at the building level. Of particular use on this report is the classification of the space within each build- 
ing by assignable area, custodial area, circulation area, mechanical area and structural area. A sample re- 
port is shown on page 25. 

FIUS-30 is (designed to provide a list of all facilities that currently exist on each community 
college campus. The report lists all master file information at the facility level which includes the 
facility name, gross area, year of construction, ownership, cost information, and condition code. A sample 
report is shown on page 26. Options of this report enable a list of facilities for the entire state grouped 
by facility type.
